This was due to light receipts—forty­ 
five cases—and to a certain extent the 
influence of the prevailing high price 
In the San Francisco market, 41V6 
cents.

In some 
instances tlie vegetable is selling as 
low as I cent a pound, and quotations 
range from that figure up to 2% cents. 
Irish potatoes have also been arriv­ 
ing quite freely, but the price remains 
about the same.
